After 
retiring he spent 5 years in Orlando, Florida before moving to Barcelona, Spain an took a faculty 
position at the Barcelona College of Chiropractic 


He met RANDOLPH THOMAS REINBECK (born 24 October 1954, NJ) in 1979 and they moved to 
San Diego, CA in the summer of 1981 where they first lived at 2300 North Front Street and then 
on Florida Street until the spring of 1982. They then moved to Glendale, California, living first at 
240-B South Adams Street and later at 328 West Palmer Avenue, Unit 4 after BRIAN’S brother 
BoB vacated the unit and moved to Santa Cruz. They had a Domestic Partnership from 16 April 
1985 to 26 July 1988, West Hollywood, CA.
